It differs somewhat tn detail from 
the story which came out by mail 
steamer via the Hudson Strait route. 
From this account it would appear 
that the tragedy occurred, 
Schultz Lake, but after the expiorers 
had reached their temporary destina- 
tion at Bathurst inlet. This story, 
brought to Chesterfield by an Eskimo 
named Akaulak, was to the effect that 
a fight had occurred with the Eskimo 
at Bathurst about June 5th, 1912, and 
that both Radford and Street were 
killed in the manner detailed. They 
were at the time about to start for 
Fort MacPherson. 


Relatives Received Postcard. 


By one of those strange coincidences 
which so frequently mark the periods 
of ill news, a postal card was received 
by his relatives from George Street 
just two weeks ago. It was written on 
the Sth of June, 1912, from Bathurst, 
and came out by way of Norway 
liouse, a post of the Hudson's Bay 
Co., at the head of Lake Winnipeg. 
It had been over a year on its way 
fvom the shore of the Arctic, carried, 
of course, by Eskimo messenger. In 
this communication Street said that 
their trip from Chesterfield to Bath- 
urst had been accompanie4’ with graut 
@ifficulty, instead of striking the nead 
of the inlet they had taken a course 
too far to the east, and in conse- 
quence were obliged to make a long de- 
tour to the south and west. Although 
the summer had set in, the ice on 
Bathurst inlet was still solid and it was 
the intention of the explorers to pro- 
ceed westward, having heard that sixty 
miles farther on a whaling ship had 
wintered on the coast. By taking this 
ship the explorers hoped to reach 
Herschel Island, a whaling rendezvous

ASHINGTON, Sept. 9—An enor- 
W mous loss in the prospective 
production of corn, and indi- 
cations of the biggest wheat crop ever 
produced, were the features of the 
government September crop report is- 
sued this afternoon, 

Hot weather and drought in a num- 
ber of the principal corn growing 
states during the month ending Sep- 
tember ist, showed a deterioration of 
corn, which experts calculated had re- 
sulted in the loss of 321,000,000 bush- 
els, reducing corn estimates to 2,371,- 
000,000 bushels, 

Texas alone, of the six greatest 
corn growing states, held her own 
during August. Nebraska was hardest 
hit, the destruction there during the 
month amounting to thirty per cent., 
bringing the condition of the crop 
to 37 per cent. of a normal. The loss 
in Missouri was 79 per cent., the crop 
being 41 per cent. of a normal, Kan- 
sas reported a condition of 10 per cent. 
of a normal, the lowest ever recorded, 
and a loss of 20 per cent. during the 
month; Illinois with the greatest 
acreage of any state planted:to-corh, 
reported a condition of 62 per cent., 
a loss of 10 per cent.; lowa reported 
76 per cent. ,a loss of 9 per tvent.; 
Oklahoma 39 per cent., a loss of 56 
per cent.

Mayor’s Casting Vote Disposes of 
Petition of Two Dismissed 
Officers 


HBRE was a short and quiet 
session of the city council 
last evening, the two chief 

items Umug we auopuon of a 
recommendation of the new city 
auditor that a complete audit of 
the city’s books for three years 
past be undertaken, and the 
adoption by the mayor's casting 
vote of what practically amounted 
to a vote of confidence in the chief 
of police, 
Independent Audit. 


City Auditor Mouat submitted the 


( following report: 


1 have made a brief survey of the 
accounting system and methods i: 
certain of the departments, and be; 
o submit the following for your con- 
sideration; 

1—Taking the accounting system as 
a whole, there is lacking that centra. 
control so essential for the proper con- 
duct and portection of the city’s in- 
tereats. 

2—Under the system apparently in 
force for some years past, it is pos 
sible for duplicate payments to be 
made. 

$—There is not readily available 
that information necessary in order u 
arrive at a true and correct state- 
ment of oity’s affairs, and with 
out which information, it is possibi« 
for serious discrepancies to occur. 

In view of ail the circumstances, 
I am forced to the conclusion that i. 
is desirable, and necessary, in the in 
terests of the city, an independent 


; audit be made of the books and ac 


counts for say the past three years 
in addition to the current year; and 
the same is recommended for you 
consideration. It is not improbable 
that the audit, here recommended, ii 
carried into effect, may discover the 
necessity of going still further bach 
than the year 1910, 

With regard to the work of the 
audit department, this is found to be 
several months in arrears. The de- 
partment is understaffed, and in order 
to bring the work up to date, it is 
recommended that the present staff 
of two assistants be immediately in- 


creased, temporarily to ten, With 
that number, it is hoped the audits 
may be brought up to date by the 


8ist of December, and that it may 
then be possible with a permanent 
staff of five assistants, to complete all 
audits monthly. 

Order Out of Chaos, 

Alderman Livingstone, after hear- 
ing the report read, declared he 
thought Mr. Mouat had already taken 
a step in the right direction in recog- 
nizing the necessity of’ prompt action 
to bring some order out of the present 
chaos in the city’s books, 

Alderman East thought that the 
council would be living up to its 
i uical economic policy’ by adopting 
Mr. Mouat’s recommendation of in- 
cleasing his staff from two to ten. 

“Mr, Mouat will have lots of time 
to go around the Civic ollices to in 
dulge in social calis and intrigue,” 
suid Alderman Last. 

Beyond Bounds of Decency. 

Alderman Calder thought that Al- 
derman t.ast “was going beyond th 
bounds of decency in making such in- 
B.nuations against a recently-appoint- 
ed civic employee who had a long and 
honorable record behind him.” 

City Auditor Mouat’s recommenda- 
tions were adopted and a firm of 
auditors will be engaged at once. 

The Police Petition. 

Joseph A. Clarke wrote protesting 
against the disappearance of the pe- 
tities to the council sent in by former 
police officers Wright and Edwards 
He enclosed a copy of the petition and 
also sent a cOpy to each of the alder- 
men, 

Alderman Smith wanted to know 
if the matter was still in the courts, 
The mayor replied that the dismissed 
oflicers had sued the city for one 
month's wages, had secured judgment 
against the city, and that now the city 
was appealing the case. He therefore 
thought it might be inadvisable for the 
council to act in the matter just now, 

“That's only a subterfuge to keep 
the council] from acting on the matter” 
declared Alderman May. “The case in 
the courts lé only a matter of wages.

Mr. MeCosham adheres to his 
point that the conditions on Ninth 
street are so exceptional as to 
demand exceptional consideration 
at the hands of the city, and de- 
nies that the request of the High- 
lands for similar special treat- 
ment is a parallel case. There is 
no doubt that the people of the 
Highlands would protest just as 
strenuously that their case was 
entitled to preference on its 
merits, Although, it may be true 
that paving has been done where 
paving was less needed than on 
Ninth street, or to the Highlands, 
it is also true that there are many 
vther localities in the city which 
need paving and are quite as 
much entitled to it as either Ninth 
street or the Highlands, but who 
annot get it because arrange- 

ients brave not made to 

nance the cost. 

The question is not ‘* What has 
heen done?’’ but ‘‘What is to be 
done?’’ under conditions as they 
exist. On its last loan of four 
million dollars ($4,000,000) the 
city lost in cold cash by lower 
percentage and accrued interest 
one hundred and seventy thou- 
sand dollars ($170,000) chiefly be- 
cause of over-expenditure made 
last year, and arrangements made 
on prospect of securing money 
this year.

EXCLUSION OF ORIENTALS 


Mr. M. O. Shoudhry writes re- 
ferring to the instance of his 
being refused service in a city 
restaurant, mentioned in the Bul- 
letin some days ago, and makes an 
argument for the unrestricted 
admission of Hindus to Canada 
on the ground that as British 
subjects they are entitled te equal 
treatment with o'er British sub-

argument, so generally ascribed 
to the people of his race. 

The matter of equality is not 
in question, If Mr, Shoudhry was 
served slowly, or with incivility, 
or not served at all, his experi- 
ence was not so very different 
from that of many members of 
the Caucasian race i.. restaurants 
throughout America as to call tor 
a letter to the newspaper, 

The fact that there is such dis- 
parity between the population of 
India and of Canada is the reason 
why the interests of Canada de- 
yeand that there should not be 
free admission of the members of 
the larger population into the 
country of the smaller population. 
So long as it was only a matter 
of the coming and going of indi- 
vidual members of the Hindu 
race or races, no one in Canada 
said a word against it; but when 
it came to be a question of the 
conquest of Canada by India by 
a policy of ‘‘peaceful penetra- 
tion’’ the duty of Canada to her- 
self demanded that she exercise 
the inherent right of self-preser- 
vation, It is a great thing to be 
a British subject, but it is well 
to remember that the system of

‘government which makes the 
British Empire possible and de- 
sirable is that under it, within 
;reasonabie limits, each section is 
guaranteed the right to protect 
its own interests. It is because of 
this feature that the British Em- 
pire is great and strong and 
united, Canada’s laws excluding 
the entranee of Orientals are not 
a declaration of superiority on 
the one hand, or of inferiority on 
the other. We are entitled to 
protect the conditions, institu- 
tions and ideals of our own people 
by suitable laws. They are mere- 
ly measures of self-defence.
